w hite planes, that had failed him in 
his t i n i e s t need, w rapped about it 
like a shroud. 
N early every bone in 
his body w as broken. 
He had gam bled w ith d eath once 
too often, but be played tile gam e to 
tile end, fighting coolly and grimly to 
tile last second to regain control of 
his broken machine.

Still ascending, he sw ept back in a 
big circle, and as he reached the north

a 
spiral glide. 
He was then a t an alti­ 
tude of about 800 feet. W ith his planes 
tilted at an angle of alm ost 9(i degrees, 
he sw ooped dow n in a narrow circle, 
th e aeroplane seem ing to turn alm ost 
in its own length. 
As he sta rted the 
second circle th e middle spur, which 
braces th e left side of the lower plane, 
gave way, and th e wing tips of both 
upper and lower planes folded up as 
though they had been hinged.

"We can do

We cannot get them to m ake joint 
rates as th e railroads are compelled 
to do, and as a consequence th e patron 
is charged a rate on top of the first 
rate every tim e his parcel strik e s a 
new patch of road.

the m em bership of the house to exceed 
400. 
And in order to keep it down to 
th a t figure it will be necessary to fix 
an app ortionm ent of about 225,000. 
Under the last census iowa has a 
population of 2,324,771. 
If congress 
fixes th e ratio at 225,000, as expected, 
Iowa would be entitled to ten con gress­ 
men. 
And this is the num ber which it 
is believed Iowa will have after the 
next congress. 


Legislature Must Act. 
T he T hirty-fourth general assem bly 
will have to act, although no serious 
effort tow ard redistricting has been at­ 
tem pted by th e legislature of Iowa in 
twenty-five y ears despite tho fact of a 
serious disproportion am ong the dis­ 
tricts. 
For instance, for several years 
the population of the E leventh district 
and of the T enth has been about 250,- 
000, while that of the F irst has been 
about 165,000. But as long as Iowa was 
given eleven congressm en no legisla­ 
tu re had the courage to u nd ertak e the 
business of trying to redistrict. 
With 
the nu m ber of congressm en allotted to 
this state cut to ten it is necessary 
th at the assem bly rem ake the congres­ 
sional districts. 
Politicians do not apprehend great 
difficulty will atten d the solution of 
the problem in view of the fact that 
one of the eleven congressm en from 
iowa is a D em ocrat and a Republican 
legislature probably can devise dis­ 
tricts which will carefully elim inate 
him w ithout injuring the Republican 
m em bers of the delegation except in­ 
sofar as read ju stm en t of their dis­ 
tricts will discom m ode their political 
machines.
